Impose Heavier Penalty 


On Multiple Violator 


Rights of individuals should be pro­ 
tected. and doubts as to the guilt of a 
defendant should be resolved in favor 
of the defendant. 
This is in line with the accepted 
American concept that the presump­ 
tion of a man's innocence should 
prevail, unless his guilt can be proved 
beyond a reasonable doubt. 
However, in the effort to protect the 
rights of defendants, our laws and the 
courts' interpretations ol the laws 
sometimes reach questionable lengths. 
ONE SUCH example is the State 
Supreme Court's ruling last week that 
a man who commits several offenses at 
one time may be punished for only one 
violation. 
A Sacramento man. arrested for 
drunken driving and for driving with a 
suspended license, pleaded guilty to 
both 
and 
was 
sentenced 
to 
the 
Sacramento County Jail. The court 
ordered him to be resentenced on one 
charge, not on both. 
The State Supreme Court s 4 to 3 
decision was based on a provision in 
the state law that no one may be 
punished twice for the same criminal 
act. Chief Justice Roger J. Travnor 
said the law on double punishment is 
designed to protect defendants from 
excessively harsh treatment. 
WE AGREE that no one should be 
punished twice for the same criminal 
act. However, in the case of a driver 
with a suspended license who drives 
under the influence of intoxicants, we 
submit that two different criminal acts 


are involved, and that both acts should 
be penalized. 
We concur with the dissenting opin­ 
ion written bv Justice Stanley Mosk, 
who declared: “ One may drive while 
intoxicated and properly licensed; one 
may drive while sober and lacking a 
license. Each act may be prescribed 
and punished." In our view, those two 
violations are unrelated although com­ 
mitted at the same time. 
As Justice Mosk pointed out, the 
majority ruling would have this un­ 
desirable effect: A person who com­ 
mits two crimes at once will be punish­ 
ed no more severely than one who 
commits only one. 
In the case of a shooting, where the 
charge 
can 
be 
manslaughter 
or 
murder, we agree that the penalty 
should be on one charge. The question 
hinges on whether the one single act 
constitutes the lesser or the more 
severe crime. 


IN THE CASE of the suspended 
driver, his license had been suspended, 
presumably because he was a menace 
— a reckless driver or a speeder, 
perhaps. The moment he got behind 
the wheel, he was violating the law. 
Then, when he got himself intoxicated 
and drove, he was violating two laws 
and presumably doubly dangerous. 
It seems grossly unfair to slap the 
same penalty on this deliberate flouter 
of the law as on a legally licensed 
driver who is arrested for having a 
couple of nips too many. 


5,000 Deer And Dry Summer 


A game warden estimates that there 
are 5.000 deer between Fairfax and 
Sausalito. A number of these live on 
Mount Tamalpais. But during the dry 
season, when food gets scarce, the 
deer desert their mountain fastness to 
forage in the suburban towns which 
nestle in the foothills of Tamalpais. 
These deer are both a joy and a 
bane. They are sleek, alert, handsome

creatures — stately of bearing, with 
large, sensitive ears. Even those who 
are victims of their garden depreda­ 
tions, admit, albeit reluctantly, that 
deer are very graceful. 
However, this seems like a banner 
year for the “ down-with-deer” crowd. 
With this very dry summer forcing 
more deer to look to gardens for sub­ 
sistence, more recruits will doubtless 
swell the ranks. 


California's 20-Year-Plan For

at parks within the snow belt.

Anti-Crime Bill 


Rebukes High Court 


Despite anguished screams 
of the ultra liberal. President 
Johnson reluctantly signed the 
Anti-Crime bill into law. The 
law makes available grants of 
federal funds to improve the 
equipment and the operational 
development of new technique 
within local and state police 
forces. Persons convicted of 
partaking in or inciting a riot 
would be barred from federal 
employment for a period of 
five years. Perhaps most im­ 
portant of all is the provision 
to overturn the S u p r e m e

Congress ought to have long 
ago imposed a 70 year age 
limit 
on 
Supreme 
C o u r t 
Judges. 
The anti crime bill went 
further than its written pro­ 
visions. It was a rebuke to the 
public-be-damned spirit of the 
Supreme Court. They deserve 
no less.

rule that firearms 
registration is unconstitutional. 
The Court said that any person 
who has an illegal firearm can­ 
not be required to register it 
on 
the 
grounds of 
s e 1 f - 
incrimination. 
In 
view 
of 
the 
Supreme 
Court 
decision. 
C h i c a g o 
enacted a firearm registration 
lawr which was amended to ex­ 
empt persons prohibited from 
owning a gun from having to 
register it. The effect is that 
every law’ abiding citizen must 
register his firearms. Those 
exempt from registering their 
firearms 
are 
recently 
con­ 
victed felons, narcotic addicts, 
recent 
mental 
patients 
and 
certain other catagories’ who 
are prohibited by both the 
ordinance and State Law from 
possessing guns. 
If caught w’itli a gun, they 
can be fined or imprisoned for 
possessing it but not for having 
an 
unregistered 
gun. 
Only 
persons with a clean record 
can be prosecuted for having 
an unregistered gun. 
Since 
the 
U.S. 
Supreme 
Court represents the highest 
authority 
of 
law, 
I 
would 
assume that Marin County’s 
firearm registration law would 
be subject to the above limita­ 
tions.

“ By 1970 the date processing 
group’s exhibit space require­ 
ments will be in excess of 200,000 
square feet. Brooks Hall, which 
they have been using, has ap­ 
proximately 100.000 square feet 
of display space.” Swig said 
The sponsors’ decision to by­ 
pass San Francisco in ’70 and ’72 
represents a loss to the city of 
more than $2 million, the bu­ 
reau estimated.

The Great NFL Labor W ar Ends 
With Sport s Greatest Contract' 


NEW YORK (U PI)—National 
Football League players, armed 
with 
the 
sport’s 
“ greatest 
contract’’ 
and the assurance 
that most will havd a job this 
winter, begin discarding their 
business suits for sweatshirts 
today 
in 
preparing 
for the 
1968 season. 
The 
drawn-out 
labor 
war 
between players and owners, 
which already had closed down 
training 
camps 
to veterans, 
came to a peaceful end yester­ 
day when the two groups reach­ 
ed agreement on a $3 million 
pension plan. This was the final 
stumbling block among the 21 
points that had come up in 
negotiations during the last few 
months. 
Until Arthur Modell, president 
of the NFL, and John Gordy, 
president of the players associa­ 
tion, appeared side-by-side in a 
New York hotel yesterday, fol­ 
lowing a final four hours and 23 


minutes 
of discussion, 
there 
were veiled threats that the en­ 
tire season would be called off 
or that rookie players and free 
agents would fulfill the sched­ 
ule. 
But 
with 
the 
settlement, 
which Gordy termed “ the finest 
contract 
ever 
reached 
in 
professional football,” at least 
five camps—-those of Atlanta, 
San Francisco, New Orleans, 
Detroit and Green Bay—were 
scheduled to open today. All 
teams will be in serious training 
by next Sunday. 
Under terms of the agree­ 
ment, a 16-year man in the 
National League will receive a 
$1,600 monthly pension at the 
age of 65, and the plan is 
retroactive to 1959. This means 
that a player who started his 
NFL career in 1959 already has 
nine years to his credit. 
Previously, 
a 
10-year 
man 
was eligible for only $775 a 


month at the age of 65. An AFL 
player in a similar situation will 
get $1,100, according to Gordy, 
and that plan is not retroactive 
before 1968. 
Details 
also 
w-ere 
made 
available yesterday of two other 
prominent 
issues 
that 
were 
settled earlier—pre-season mo 
ney and minimum wages. 
Each player will receive $10 
per diem during the training 
season. A second-vear player 
will receive an additional $70 
per exhibition game, a third- 
year player an additional $140, 
a fourth-year player $210 and a 
fifth-vear or more $380. This 
neans a player with five years 
or more experience will draw 
$350 
a 
week 
during 
the 
exhibition season. 
“ This is the best exhibition 
pay setup in sports, period,” 
Gordy said. 
The minimum salary, which 
had been $5,000. was raised to 
$12,000 for a second-year man 


and $13,000 for a third-vear 
man. These figures, for a fringe 
player, can include his exhibi­ 
tion salary if he is unable to 
negotiate

Gordy, an offensive guard for 
the Detroit Lions, said that 
while he took great pride in the 
terms of the settlement, he felt 
it also of prime importance

gentlemen.” 
Modell, who also is president

some with her to the Mill Val­ 
ley Public Library'. 
Librarian Dorothy Thomas 
and children’s librarian Mrs. 
Gordon Farnsworth were so 
impressed with them that they 
asked Charmian to create a 
display in connection with the 
award-winning Caldecott 
Medal books. 
The Caldecott medal, named 
in honor of the 19th century 
English illustrator Randolph J. 
Caldecott, is awarded annually 
by the children’s service divi- 
sion of the American Library 
Association to the artist of the 
most distinguished American 
picture book for children. 
The idea in encouraging art­

techniques in eight years," she 
says, “ and 1 think my things 
are getting better as the years 
go by.

They 
were also a sort of economy 
measure in making things for 
our own home and for gifts. 
“ Even the finger puppets 
are 
really for my benefit, 
though 1 do use them to amuse 
the children by making up con­ 
versations as though the pup­ 
pets are shaking.”

The trip, made on a warm b u t! 
windy afternoon on mostly level 
streets, 
was 
relatively

fortable — except for cars and 
trucks that occasionally whizzed 
within a few feet of the cyclists. 
The trail blazers on bikes1 
were Mrs. Sweeney, Councilman 
George C. Hoffman. Mrs. Ray­ 
mond G. Gergus of 60 Woodward 
Avenue, who originated the idea I 
for 
the 
journey, 
and 
t h i s 
reporter. 


The city council last week 
instructed the city staff to ex­ 
plore the feasibility of such a 
trail after Mrs. Gergus wrote 
a letter to the council urging 
that it be established.

“A sixth to a quarter 
of it is terrible,” she said 
Hoffman said he thought the

clergymen and lay people from 
Marin and the Bay Area used 
that theory as a stepping stone 
to discussions of Vietnam, Black 
Power, 
m a t u r i t y , 
com- 
munication. violence and other 
topics during the S a t u r d a y 
session. “ The Dilemma of the 
Christian in Today’s Society.” 
- One 
participant 
a s k e d 
Mollegen what he would say to a 
person who knew nothing at all 
about Christianity but wondered. 
‘‘What’s this Jesus thing all 
about?" 


Mollegen commented on in­ 
volvement with Jesus as a 
step 
toward

highest degree of fulfillment in 
order to become a mature 
human 
being 
and

Biblical instances where he 
said Jesus displayed maturity. 


He added. 
‘Jesus is Gods 
c hampion of the open and the 
free." 
What. then, should be the goal 
of this man? Another participant 
wanted to know 
He would work in the world 
for 
the 
Christianization 
o f 
culture, politics, etc., Mollegen 
said. 
“ Then the ultimate goal is 
total Christianity?" the ques­ 
tioner pressed. 
*Tm not saying you should be 
a Christian to save western 
civilization." Mollegen replied 
tartly. 


He pointed out that western 


civilization 
is 
basically 
a 


Christian culture a n y w a y , 
though “ we’re in a post-Chris­ 
tian period." 


He noted Christianity accepts I 
pluralism, 
encourages 
f r e e 
decisions. Today’s tensions can 
be used creatively to foster | 
growth of new ideas, lie main­ 
tained, 
For example, “ there seems to 
he a great validity in part of the 
Black Power p h i l o s o p h y ” 
although he said the movement 
is “ naively Marxist.” 
He said the movement has 
given its followers faith and 
pride in themselves and made 
them strong. On the other hand,

Negroes will continue the path 
to integration,” Mollegen .said, 
but admitted there could be a 
massacre

Christian 
culture? No wonder th? teen­ 
agers are confused,” a woman 
participant said. 


“ The 
responsible

coercive power is a Christian 
mandate,” Mollegen said and 
the 
discussion 
turned 
t o 


Vietnam. 


“ What is the Christian reason 
for being in Vietnam?" a woman 
wondered. 
“ I wouldn't claim a Christian 
reason." Mollegen replied. 
One man. who said he had 
draft-age sons, queried. “ What 
do you say to a young man who 
says the Vietnam war is im­ 
moral?" 


“ All wars are immoral. The 


question is not is it moral but 


what is the lesser of two 
evils," Mollegen said. 


He noted that even if the U.S. 
being in Vietnam is a mistake, 
"you can’t rectify it by just 
walking out.” 
A young man commented that A n n O l i n ^ P n 
in 1963, the Communists were 
■■ 
IV »w V J 
killing 30.000 to 40.000 civilians a 
year. Today there are 200.000 to 
300.000 being killed by both 
sides. “ If that's the lesser of two 
evils, it’s insane,” he said. 


Mollegen 
said, 
“ I’m 
not 


pleading any special point of 
view — but for a dimension in 
which to function” and cited 
more Bible stories. 


"Christianity may or may not 
be correct.” he said, “ but it is 
not simple-minded." 
Mollegen also spoke yesterday 
morning at Christ Church.
